EXPLANATION

This bill concerns the department of administrative
services.

Code section 7A.3 is amended to eliminate the requirement
that the department file a biennial report on the fiscal
condition of the state.

Code section 8A.122 is amended to provide that the
department can enter into agreements with certain nonprofit
organizations to furnish services to such organizations.

Code section 8A.204 is amended to eliminate the requirement
that the director of the department serve as permanent chair
of the technology governance board. Instead, the bill
provides that the board has the authority to elect the chair
of the board to one=year terms.

Code section 8A.321 is amended to eliminate the requirement
that the director of the department call upon state agencies
to submit status reports for all ongoing capital projects of
the agencies.

Code section 8A.362 is amended to extend the date the
department is required to submit a report of comBIiance with
federal corporate fuel economy standards from February 15 to
June 15 of each year.

Code section 8A.454, establishing the lowa state health
insurance administration fund and the monthly per contract
administrative fee charged to cover the costs of administering
the state®s health insurance program, is amended to extend the
current July 1, 2007, repeal of the section to July 1, 2009.
This provision takes effect upon enactment.

The bill also moves Code sections 18A.1 through 18A.7,
concerning capitol planning, to Code chapter 8A and strikes
the section creating the friends of capitol hill corporation.
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
